NEW YORK, Sept. 2—In every 
state in the Union the “Get-Out-the- 
Vote” campaign started by the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers begins today. The campaign, 
which is strictly nonpartisan, is to 
be carried on by a large number of 
national and local organizations, and 
is to be waged to get as many of the 
eligible voters as possible to go to 
the polls on Nov. 4. 

A small folder, bearing the in- 
scription, “stockholders meeting of 
oe a AS Mov. 4. Attend 
and vote! Vote as you please, 
but vote,” and a small red, white and 
blue sticker bearing the inscription, 
“Vote Nov. 4. Vote as you please, 
but vote!” are being distributed over 
the country to the 3000. individuals 
and. organizations co-operating in 
the work. Some 15,000,000 pieces of 
literature were to be sent out. 

The folder sets forth the figures 
showing how the percentage of the 
electorate using the voting privilege 
has been steadily dwindling since 
1896, when it was 80 per cent, until 
in 1920 it was less than 50 per cent. 
It says: “No more eloquent indicr- 
ment for civic indifference is needed 
than these statistics. It is an indict- 
ment against al] of us, from the low- 
est to the highest—laborers, skilled 
workers, executives, employers, pro- 
fessional men and clergy.”

China Demands Seat 
‘on the League Council

BERLIN, Sept. 2—The passing of 
the Dawes bills in the Reichstag has 
settled, for the time being, at least, 
the reparation question, which has 


been the most heavy burden on Ger- 
man politics during past years. The 
next step to be taken is the execu- 
tion of the Dawes laws and the form- 
ing of international organizations 
which must carry out the decisions 
arrived at in London. The most im- 
portant task for Germany will then 
be the procuring of the sums neces- 
sary for reparation payments and 
distribution of these financial bur- 
dens among the various classes of 
the population. 

The Reichstag commenced its au- 
tumn holidays last Saturday with- 
out, however, having completed its 
work. On the last day the first 
reading of the bill introducing pro- 
tective tariffs on grain, which had 
been abolished since the beginning 
of the war, was to have taken place. 
The Social Democrats and Commu- 
nists, however, walked out of the 
hall and the House was unable to 
vote. These two parties believe the 
introduction: of protective tariffs is 
part of the price paid to the Con- 
servatives for the support which 50 
per cent of their number gave to 
the railway bill included in the 
Dawes legislation and that their re- 


introduction is an important step 
toward a distribution of the Dawes 
burdens, favorable to a class of 
property owners. They, however, 
will not be able to prevent the pass- 
ing of this bill in the present Reichs- 
tag when the House meets again 
in the autumn of this year. But the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 


to Germany, has arrived in Wash- 
|ington to confer with President Cool- 
idge and Charles E. Hughes, Secre- 
tary of State, on developments at 
Berlin in consequence of Germany’s 
adoption of the Dawes reparations 
plan. Mr. Houghton describes the 
Reichstag’s acceptance of the pro- 
posal as the inauguration of “a new 
Europe and a new world.” He fore- 
shadows a new and peaceful occupa- 
tion of Germany—by American dol- 
lars and Briitsh pounds in he place of 
French bayonets. It is Mr. Hough- 
ton’s opinion that the peace of 
Europe thereby will be safeguarded 
more effectively than would be pos- 
sible through any other method. 

Mr. Houghton, in outlining the 
situation at Berlin to this writer, 
said: 

Ameérica’s immediate interest’ in 
Germany's acceptance of the Dawes 
arrangement lies in the fact that the 
$200,000,000 loan, in which our capi- 
tal is so heavily to participate, is 
probably the best guaranteed loan in 
the history of international finance. 
That is the case because the entire 
resources of the German nation are 
pledged as collateral. American 
capital -has an even wider interest 
in the adoption of the Dawes report 
and in what is bound to be its bene- 
ficent aftemnath. That interest is 
that there now will open up for 
American investment in Germany a 
practically unlimited field of oppor- 
tunity 


Capital Held Necessary 


Germany is starving for. the 
capital requisite for its develop- 
ment in almost every conceivable 
direction. It can be invested at 
extraordinarily attractive rates of 
interest, compared with the re- 
turns obtainable in the United 
States. In many respects, Ger- 
many today resembles one of our 
western states in the days before 
eastern and foreign capital came 
into them. 

It is altogether probable that 
British capital will be found ready 
to join American money in the pa- 
cific penetration of Germany. If 
it ensues, it is my private opinion 
that the cause of European peace— 
and that means world peace—will 
be effectively enhanced. 

Mr. Houghton was asked if he is 
persuaded that Germany means to 
“play the game” and live up to the 
conditions now incumbent upon it.. 
He replied: 

I have the firmest conviction it 
will do so. Germany will keep the 
faith. It at length has a practical 
inducement. to do so, for its re- 
sponsible men hitherto have felt that 
Germany has been asked to fulfill 
impossible conditions. It is now con- 
fronted : by workable’ conditions. 
America’s part in bringing them 
about, which is freely acknowledged 
throughout Germany, is not the least 
of its reasons for making a sincere 
and earnest effort to carry out the 
Dawes plan in letter and in spirit.

American investors are certain to 
consider seriously the eventual effect 
of ai Germany, industrially rehabili- 
tated by American capital, upon the 
industry of the United States.

French Peace Plan Advo- 
cates European League 
of Nations 


* 


Establishmeht of a European 
League of Nations and the unquali- 
fied acceptance and application of 
the Dawes reparations plan are 
advocated as the best means of re- 
storing security and prosperity in 
France and in Europe in the prize- 
winning plan of the French Peace 
Award, inaugurated by Edward A. 
Filene of Boston. 

The texts of the first and second 
essays were made public here today. 
Similar competitions for which @ 
total of $10,000 will be awarded in 
graded prizes, have been sponsored 
by Mr. Filene in. Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy. The results of 
these contests will be made known 
during the month, when the names 
of the winners will also be an- 
nounced. 

The first prize plan of the French 
Peace Award, the writer of which 
will be the recipient of 100,000 
francs, analyzes the different crises 
from which Europe suffered as the 
result of the war, and indicates the 
solution for each. These crises are 
enumerated to include economic, 
political, social and moral, and can 
be resolved only collectively, accord- 
ing to the plan. The outstanding 
feature is the proposal for a Euro- 
pean League of Nations within a 
World League of Nations which 
would, in effect, result in a “United 
States” of Europe, forming a single 
economic unit, and presenting 4 
common. political front. The sig- 
nificant provisions of the program 
for peace are: 


Co-operation Required 


It urges the acceptance and appli- 
cation of the Dawes plan, success- 
ful application depending on the 
European League of Nations. The 
solution of interallied debts de- 
pends on the United States, but 
Europe must first put her house in 
order, and through the European 
League of Nations, mandatory to 
all, present the latter with a general 
plan of payments gradual and re- 
ciprocal. 

It proposes to solve the currency 
crisis by the stabilization of all 
European currencies through the 
agency of the European League of 
Nations. 

It proposes to solve the produc- 
tion crigsis by advancing credits and 
increasing the production of food- 
stuffs and raw materials under the 
direction of this same league, by 
controlling the production and dis- 
tribution of raw materials, and reg- 
ulating emigration. 

The traffic crisis is to be met by 
the reconstruction of existing rail- 
ways and the construction of new 
railways; by customs agreements; 
by unification of national and in- 
ternational railway systems; by the 
creation of new water-ways; by 
progressive establishment of Free 
Trade and the principle of the Open 
Door; and the creation. of funds for 
international credits.

FIRST NATIONAL | 
OPENS EDIFICE 
Thousands Visit New Bank 


Structure at Federal and 
Milk Streets 


The massive new home of the 
First National Bank of Boston, at 
Federal and Milk streets, was 
opened formally today when the 
great bronze doors swung wide for 
business. Throughout the day 


streams of people entered this im- 
posing temple of finance to gaze 
upon. its amazing appointments and 
marvel at the artistry revealed in 
every line of its architecture and 
harmony of furnishings. 

To describe in detail the bank’s 
new home would be a long under- 
taking though not a task. In the 
first place it stands on a historical 
site—only three blocks away from 
the original shore line of Boston. 
In the second place there probably 
is nothing finer in the land by way 
of banking quarters than this home 
of the First National. 

The building has a total height of 
150 feet with a three-story basement,

grills weighing nearly a half ton 
each. The three largest windows of 
the banking floor and the ornamental 
bronze lamps on the Milk Street front 
are glazed with a: special Cathedral 
glass to harmonize with the exterior 
stone and to give a diffused, natural 
light. 

The main banking room is finished 
in gray marble borders wih dark 
rubber tile floors. The wainscoting 
is in American walnut with vari- 
egated areas of rustic stone work 
above. The floors of the public 
spaces are of marble with mosaic 
borders. The Napoleon gray marble 
used so extensively for floors, base, 
wainscot and trim throughout. the 
building were quarried in Missouri. 
The black marble used for base and 
borders came from Belgium, while 
the dark mottled Levanto marble 
outlining the main entrances were 
brought from Italy. 

The public arcade is 28 feet wide 
and on either side are two mez- 
zanines. In front of this arcade on 
the Milk Street end is the officers’ 
room, which is 100 feet long, 46 feet 
wide, and 45 feet high. This is a 
temple, taxing descriptive skill. At 
least a hint to the surpassing charm 
revealed here is a group of four dec- 
orative panels depicting the sea and 
some of its ships. The artist is N: C. 
Wyeth of Needham and his group 
might well be called the “Romance 
of Maritime Commerce.” It is ob- 
viously appropriate and a key to the 
entire structure's artistry. 

It would. be quite unnecessary to 
dwell upon the equipment with which 
these men of finance will do their 
work.

The next morn- 
ing he will speak on some problems 
of readjusting teacher training in 
the light of prospective changes in 
the curriculum and will conclude his 
series in the afternoon with “Some 
Important Next Steps.” 

Dr. Rugg is to speak on Wednes- 
day -on the reconstruction of the 
school curriculum in social studies 
and on better citizenship through 
better teaching of the social studies, 
and on Thursday on the curriculum 
in social studies for the normal 
school. Dr. Brewer is to speak on 
Friday evening on what the normal 
school should do about educational 
and vocational guidance. 

Departmental conferences, which 
have come to be one of the most im- 
portant features of these meetings, 
will take place on Wednesday after- 
noon. The business meeting with 
reports of committees will be held 
on Thursday morning. Friday morn- 
ing will be given over to a discus- 
sion of the report of the commission 
for an investigation relative to op- 
portunities and methods for techni- 
cal and higher education in Massa- 
chusetts.

PUBLIC-TO HEAR 
OF LABOR BILL 


Massachusetts Committee 
Plans Drive to Pass Fed- 
eral Amendment 


“Shall Massachusetts ratify the 
Child Labor Amendment?” asks Mrs. 
La Rue Brown, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Committee on the 
Ratification of the Child Labor 
Amendment, addressing the voting 
public. She announces that open 
discussion of the subject has been 


arranged for in two meetings in 
order that there may be a clear 
understanding of the issues involved. 
The first was a Labor mass meeting 
on Boston Common at noon yester- 
day. The second will be a public 
luncheon on Monday, Sept. 8, in Gil- 
bert Hall, Tremont Temple. 


The luncheon, which is to be given 
under the auspices of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee on Ratification 
of the Child Labor Amendment, is 
to be addressed by Dr. Worth M. 
Tippy, executive secretary of the 
Commission on the Church. and 
Social Service of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches, a speaker repre- 
senting the Federation of Labor, and 
representatives from different . de- 
nominations. 

Mrs. Brown stated to a representa- 
tive of The Christian Science 
Monitor: 


One child in every 12 in the United 
States is a child laborer. There are 
only 18 states possessing child labor 
laws equal to either of the former 
federal laws. The proposed amend- 
ment is an enabling act only and will 
grant to Congress the power to make. 
laws against the exploitation of 
childhood. Its terms are broad 
enough to stand for alltime. It fixes 
a constitutional -maximum and not 
a legal minimum. Massachusetts 
should be particularly interested be- 
cause it will mean that by ratify- 
ing the amendment she can give to 
the children of the country pro- 
tection and at the same time protect 
her own industries from unfair com- 
petition. The question of ratifying 
the proposed Child Labor Constitu- 
tional Amendment will be submitted 
to the voters as Referendum No. 7 
on the November ballot. 

The proposed child labor amend- 
ment was passed last spring and has 
been referred to the states for rati- 
fication. That has been made neces- 
sary because the two Supreme Court 
decisions on the previous federal 
child labor laws have shown that 
Congress has not the power to pass 
a child labor law. 


State Ban on Child Labor 
Not Enough, Says Lovejoy 


The proposed child labor amend- 
ment to the Constitution is designed 
simply to “confer on Congress a 
power President Wilson then be- 
lieved existed, that. President Hard- 
ing bejieved existed, that President 
Coolidge believed existed. that John 
W. Davis believed existed, that Rob- 
ert M. La Follette believed ex- 
isted,” and the “hue and cry” raised 


against it is due to a “vast wave 
of misinformation,” set going by the 
old opponents of child: labor legis- 
lation in a “subtle and sinister ef- 
fort,” to defeat the ratification of the 
amendment. This was the substance 
of the address delivered yesterday 
noon by Owen R. Lovejoy: general 
secretary of the National Child Labor 
Committee, who preceded Burton K. 
Wheeler, Senator from Montana, in 
addressing the mass meeting of the 
Central Labor Council on Boston 
Common. 

Mr. Lovejoy pointed out that the 
proposed amendment is not a child 
labor Jaw, and that the breadth of.its | 
provisions is designed only .to give 
Congress power to meet any exigency 
of the future. He derided the at- 
tempt being made to frighten people 
into believing that Congress would 
enact sumptuary legislation forbid- 
ding all‘labor at home or on the 
farms by children under 18,, saying 
that such charges should be com- 
pared with conditions under the for- 
mer federal child labor laws in order 
to show how foolish and improbable 
they were. He added that the powers 
which the proposed amendment will 
confer upon Congress are no broader 
than the powers already enjoyed by 
the states. 

“If this measure is defeated,” said 
Mr. Lovejoy, “it will not be by the 
open opposition of the textile manu- 
facturers of Georgia, who recently 
engineered the defeat of ratification 
in that State, nor the open opposition 
of the National Manufacturers As- 
sociation, whose record of service 
to child labor reform is too well 
known to require discussion here. 
It will be due to the ‘Wolf-wolf’ cry 
which has frightened our natural 
friends and allies, the American 
farmers. Your State could,if,it, wished, 
forbid employment to those under 18 
on farms. Has it ever done so? Does 
any one fear it will do so? The same 


power exists in every state—to limit, | - 


to regulate, or to prohibit. So far 
as we know that power has never 
been abused. It will not be abused. 
For thé same people who make our 
state laws make our national laws. 
Our national laws always tend to 
run ahead of the backward states 
and behind the advanced states.” 


MANUFACTURERS AID 
IN GETTING OUT VOTE 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 2 (Spe- 
cial)—-In an endeavor to “aid the 
forces which would make of our gov- 
ernment one that is representative not 
only in theory but in fact,” the Manu- 
facturers Association of Connecticut, 
“is encouraging its member companies 
to institute “get out the vote” cam- 
paigns in their factories. 

A number of members have already 
instituted “get out the vote” cam- 
paigns and are using every effort pos- 
sible to place Connecticut at the head 
of the list of states having a real 
American citizenship. One concern 
has created a “get out the vote” shop 
committee; placed ‘‘get out the vote” 
posters throughout the plant; request- 
ed its employees to bring the matter to 
the attention of all organizations, clubs 
and societies to which they belong; 
posted notices of “time off’’ for the pur- 
pose of registering and voting; secured 
the pledge of every eligible employee 
that he or she will vote; and issued 
detailed information as to dates, eligi- 
bility, etc., relative to registration and 
voting. , 


VERMONT TAKES 
TRAFFIC CENSUS 


Heaviest Travel Shown by 
Figures Is on Burlington- 
Vergennes Highway 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Sept. 2 (Spe- 
cial)—The heaviest vehicular traffic 
in Vermont, an average of 1637 a 
day, was at Shelburne on the road _ 
leading from Burlington to Ver- 
gennes and the second heaviest, an 
average of 1454 a day, was at Mid- 
dlesex on the road from Montpelier 
to Burlington, according to the traf- 
fic census taken by the State High- 
way Department from Sunday, Aug. 
10, to Saturday, Aug. 23,- inclusive. 

A count was kept from 6 a. m. to 
midnight at 33 places scattered 
about the state during the two weeks’ 
period, the counters checking up the 
number of Vermont cars, out-of- 
number of Vermont cars, out-of-state 
trucks, motor cycles and teams. At 
all but six of the stations the number : 
of Vermont cars - passing outnum- 
bered the foreign cars, thus upset- 
ting the idea held by some persons 
that there were more out-of-state 
cars using the Vermont highways 
than the cars owned in the state. 

One purpose of the census, the 

main one, in fact was to determine 
by actual count the consparative 
density of traffic in different parts 
of the State, so that as hard sur- 
face roads are built they may be 
placed where the highways receive 
the greatest wear from passing au- 
tomobiles. 
There are three main trunk lines 
for through traffic in Vermont, one 
on the west side,from the Massachu- 
setts line to Canada, one on the 
east side, along the Connecticut Val- 
ley from Massachusetts to Canada, 
and a third running from White 
River Junction up the White River 
Valley through Montpelier and down 
the Winooski River Valley to Burl- 
ington. It has been proposed that 
three. highways, with a total mileage 
of 1043 miles, should be taken over 
as a state highway system, for Ver- 
mont gives state aid to towns for 
highway building and maintenance, 
but does not have a state highway 
system, strictly speaking. 

Both the “east side” and the “west 
side” advocates have claimed that 
their respective routes carrieda large 
proportion of the travel passing over 
the Vermont highways. The recent 
census shows that as a matter of 
fact the traffic is fairly evenly divided 
between them. 

One station was established on the 
road from Ruiland to Bellows Falls, 
between Proctorsville and Ludlow. 
where the censvs takers would get 
some of the cars bound for the 
President’s birthplace at Plymouth. 
As might have been expected, this 
station stood high in the list, in sixth 
place, with a daily average of 1223. 
During the 14-day count a total of 
11,110 Vermont cars passed and

Unique Service 


From 50 to 100 motorists daily are 
expected to take advantage of the 
offer for free headlight testing made 
by the Boston Motor Club. Nearly 
75 drivers have brought their lights 
to be examined since the offer was 
announced at the end of last week 
and the number of inquiries point to 
an increasing number of ‘motorists 
who wish to comply with the Massa- 
chusétts motor vehicles law. 

The test can be made by applying 
at the Boston Motor Club’s office at 
the Hotel Lenox, where a card is 
issued. giving the driver right to a 
free examination of headlights and 
tail light by Harry Wisner, an elec- 
trical ignition expert. Mr. Eisner 
determines whether each set of lights 
complies with the height and glare

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MAINE REPUBLICANS DEFEND 
BREWSTER’S RELIGIOUS VIEWS 


Reply t oan Attack Made by Physicians Issued 
' by State Committee 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 2 (Spe- 
cial)—Some of the eminent phy- 
Sicilians of Maine are circulating a 


letter, which attacks Senator Brew- 
ter because, as a Christian Scientist, 
he holds certain opinions,” says the 
Republican State Committee, in a 
statement just issued. It continues: 


Senator Brewster has said over 
and over again, that. his personal 
opinions have nothing to do with his 
attitude now or in the future as to, 
the State of Maine. But that does 
not seem to satisfy. 

We yield to no one in our adher- 
ence to or affection for the practice 
of medicine. But we believe also in 
fair play and Senator Brewster is not 
getting one particle of credit for his 
oath of office or his frequent state- 
ments in public or his responsibility 
as a man of his word. In this letter 
Senator Brewster is attacked. be- 
cause “he* believes in the non-exist- 
ence of disease’; because he “created 
an optional vaccination law’; be- 
because he “threatens the health of 
the. people” Boiled down, this is° 
the whole of the objection to Senator 
Brewster.” 


An Earnest Thinker 


Now in the first place, no person 
can be a Christian Scientist and 
make any attack on preventive 
medicine any of its agencies or 
practice. Its members have one 
rule: “Let us alone—we will let you 
alone.” We see no way jin a free 
country to prevent people from pur- 
suing their own idea, when it is not 
dangerous to the public, even though 
others believe them mistaken. Ef- 
forts have been made time and 
time again to reach other conclus- 
ions on this and they are in vain. 
Senator Brewster is an earnest and 
capable thinker. He is too wise to 
oppose or to trouble medicine in the 
slightest. 

It is plain that the Legislature of 
Maine passed such legislation as 
was presented in the eighty-first 
Legislature, and’ that a governor 
signed it. Senator Brewster may 
have introduced the bill—we do not 
know. Senator Brewster created no 
law. The people of Maine created 
it. It exists in very many other 
states. What is this law? It is tnis 
—that mo child shall be kept away 
from school because he is. not vac- 
cinated—except “in times of epi- 
demic, when he may be excluded. 
In other words it seemed to appeal 
to the Legislature of Maine that it 
was wrong to deprive a child of 
education, because parents would 
not permit that child to be vac- 
cinated. 

Not One Case Appeared 

Tnder this law, not one case has 
appeared in two years in one of 
Maine’s largest cities (Lewiston) 
that was in any way affected by it. 
Not a single request for the admis- 
sion of a child to school with a cer- 
tificate of the parents’ objections to 
vaccination has ever appeared. 

Is it not intolerant for any person 
to object to another person’s reli- 
gion? Shall any test of another 
person’s’ beliefs be made in regard 
to father or mother who objects to 
vaccination, be kept out of our pub- 
lic schools, on the moot-issue of 
vaccination. There are yolumes of 
opinion against vaccination as well 
as volumes for it. 

If no one but Christian Scientists 
oppose it in Main, all others will at 
least be safe. There can be no great 
epidemic among the few Scientists 
in Maine. Smallpox will run only 
among the unvaccinated. Senator 
Brewster is on the Board.of the 
Maine Eve and Ear Hospital in 
Maine.- This institution practices 
vaccination. Senator Brewster has 
never raised the slightest objection 
to this procedure: he worked with 
it and for the institution. 

No doubt it is being told that if 
Senator Brewster is elected he will 
abolish the Board of Health and 
cut off all the hospitals from ap- 
propriations, 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. He will support every insti- 
tution for public health. He will 
give to every one of them the fullest 
and heartiest support. He will not 
prevent any person from enjoying 
his own way of getting the best out 
of life—whether it be by hospitals or 
without them. He will be cordial in 
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support of the. medical profession. 
He will do all-in his power to elevate 
and maintain~the dignity of the 
practice of medicine. But he will 
also protect the beliefs of the Scien- 
tists as he will protect. the faith of 
the Roman Catholic, the Protestant, 
the Jew and the Gentile.

NEW CABLE ROUTE 
TO PLACE AMERICA 
IN WORLD CIRCUIT 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2—Transmis- 
sion of transoceanic messages at 
a speed five to eight times as great 
as the highest now attained in 
standard cable practice is the prom- 
ise held out by the Western Union 
Telegraph Company with the lay- 
ing of the American end of a new 
type of submarine cable at Rocka- 
way Beach, Long Island, today. It 
will be the first direct connection 
between the United States and 
southern Europe. 

According to announcement of the 
company, the line will be laid from 
New York to Horta in the Azores, 
thence to Rome by way of Malaga, 
Spain, a total distance of 5422 miles.

Regarding the latter point, it is 
stated that a considerable propor- 
tion of Russian bonds have been 
bought up by the firm of Birch Crisp, 
and it has been freely rumored that 
this firm is acting in behalf of sym- 
pathizers with the Bolsheviki, if not 
of the Soviet Government itself. If 
this were true, it would be compara- 
tively easy for the Soviet Govern- 
ment to impose an unwanted settle- 
ment on the remaining bondholders, 
and then get a loan through the Brit- 
ish Government. The amount of 
this loan has not been stated, but the 
Soviet authorities are talking of 
£ 50,000,000 to £60,000,000, with no 
satisfaction assured to British credi- 
tors, either for, money lent in the past 
or property confiscated.

DUTCH CONDEMN 
SPECIAL TREATY 


System, It Is Asserted, 
Might Become a Menace 
to World Peace 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 15 (Special Cor- 
réspondence)—In addressing the 
League of Nations’ Assembly on Sept. 
29 last, the Netherlands delegate, 
Jonkheer Loudon, drew attention to 
the extremely loose connection exist- 
ing in the draft treaty for mutual 
assistance bétween the guarantee and 
the reduction of armaments, and to 
the preponderant place allotted in 
the treaty system to special treaties. 
In reply to the request for its opin- 
ion on the draft treaty, the Foreign 
Minister, Jonkheer van Karnebeek, 
has néw, on behalf of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment, explained to the secretary 
of the League of Nations the reasons 
why his Government in this matter 
entirely agree with Jonkheer Lou- 
don’s views. In his letter on the 
Same subject of June 23, 1928, the 
Minister had already expressed the 
doubt which his Government had. en- 
tertained from the beginning with 
regard to the question whether the 
guarantee treaties would réally lead 
to a reduction of armaments. The 
Dutch Government further doubted 
whether a system of military co-op- 
eration, unaccompanied by the neces- 
sary legal guarantees, would 
help to create that international at- 
mosphere of tranquillity and confi- 
dence which a reduction of arma- 
ments requires. Again, the Govern- 
ment asked whether the said sys- 
tem was compatible with the basic 
theories of the League of Nations. 
After taking cognizance’ of the 
discussions in the fourth Assembly, 
the Dutch Government has continued

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its study of the draft treaty only 
to be strengthenei in its opinion. 
It holds, Jonkheer van Karnebeek 
writes, that it would be contrary to 
the ideals of the League of Nations 
to raise the usage of concluding spe- 
cial and regional treaties to a system, 
and to make it to a certain extent the 
basis of international law.

STANFORD CAMPUS 
MAY HOUSE 60,000 
STUDENTS BY 2024 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Aug. 26 
(Special Correspondence)—“Stanford 
University is the one institution that 
could in a century have a colony 


of 60,000 students and still be able 
to house them on the grounds,” 
said Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, presi- 
dent of the university in speaking 
of Stanford’s plans to a representa- 
tive of The Christian Science Moni- 
tor. 

“This is also probably the one 
institution with 1500 acres of campus 
and property amounting to 8000 
acres, enough room for any resident 
university,” he added, “and our 
greatest asset is the fact that we 
have practically all the students 
and a majority of the faculty ac- 
tually living on the campus. 

“We are at present desirous of 
quality in our accomodations, not 
quantity. That is-why we have de- 
veloped the housing system as we 
have, to follow the wish of the 
founders. The fact that the uni- 
versity is privately endowed makes 
it possible for the board of trustees 
to try experiments and move faster 
than state institutions.” 


TEXAS COMMITTEE MAN NAMED 

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 2 (Special)— 
Jed Adams and M. M. Crane, both of 
Dallas and both regarded as anti-

200,000 BRITISH TRY TO GAIN 
ENTRANCE TO UNITED STATES 


Quota Allowed to Free 


State Alone Almost as 


Great as Rest of British Isles Combined 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, Aug. 22 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Although there is no 
great degree of certainty about the 
figure, probably 200,000 Britishers 
are at this time desirous of enter- 
ing the United States, so R. P. Skin- 
ner, American Consul-General in 
London, told a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, in an in- 
terview recently. Six months or so 
ago, Mr. Skinner said, 80,000 people 
had booked passages for sailing after 
July 1, and it is a reasonable sup- 
position that quite that number 
wished to go, but did not actually 
book. Then there are some thousands 
who are held up in Canada, having 
tried to break through to the States 
that way. Some did get through, but 
many of them were expelled and 
others returned voluntarily in or- 
der to regularize their position. The 
number of persons now waiting to 
cross the Canadian-American fron- 
tier would probably bring the total 
of would-be emigrants near to the 
figure stated. 

Of the emigrants now pouring out 
of Britain to the number of about 
3000 per month, at least one-half are 
women—domestic servants, nurse- 
maids, office workers and the wives 
of Britons already in America. Of 
the men, agricultural workers, who 
are most favored by the new law, 
preponderate, but there are not nearly 
so many of them as was expected, 
and hoped for, at the consulate. 
Shop workers, industrial operatives 
and office workers come probably in 
the order named in point of numbers, 


while there is a fair sprinkling of 
the “university” type of young man, 
going out as employees, but never- 
theless in positions of responsibility. 

Although reports to the effect that 
men, women, and children have been 
camping in huge numbers in Cav- 
endish Square, so that traffic was 
likely to be held up in consequence, 
are quite untrue, there has, all the 
same, been a big rush of people at 
the consulate since the new law be- 
came known. At the beginning of 
July it seemed as if fresh premises 
would be required for the consulate, 
but since then the rush has subsided 
into a steady, well-regulated flow, 
and the inconvenience of opening a 
branch office will in all probability 
be avoided. The consulate reckons 
to deal with 10 per cent of the an- 
nual quota for 10 months of the year 
and make whatever adjustments may 
be necessary in the remaining two 
months. As fixed at present, the 
quota for Britain: (namely. England, 
Scotland, Wales, and Northern Ire- 
land) is 34,007; that for Southern 
Ireland is 28,567. 

Mr. Skinner, who was appointed 
Consul-General in London in 1914, 
after holding that office at Marseilles, 
Hamburg, and Berlin, is shortly to-be 
transferred to Paris, where he will 
take the place of .A. M. Thackera. 
Hugh Washington will assume office 
in London in his stead.

* Construction of Loudspeaker Horn Is Explained 
-—Requisite Parts Listed 


* This is the second and last install- 
ment of the constructional articles on 
the six-tube portable receiver. The 
construction of a loudspeaker horn 1s 
described here and is so generally 
useful for anyone who wishes to build 
a special horn for use in a cabinet 
that it is well worth keeping notes on. 


As previously stated, the 
speaker may consist of any good 
reliable loudspeaker unit coupled to 
a bristol board horn by means of a 
piece of heavy rubber tubing suffi- 
ciently large so as to fit over the 
horn and the mouth of the unit. 

The horn employed in the manu- 
factured set is exceptionally well 
made, and it is doubtful if it could 
be duplicated by the constructor. It 
is suggested, therefore, that a horn 
of suitable dimension be built up, 
following the idea shown in the 
drawings. _ 

A suitable piece of brass screen- 
ing held in place by means of a 
black japanned brass bezel or ring 
should be used to cover the loud- 
speaker opening. 

A clamp consisting of two pieces 
of one-sixteenth-inch brass one-half 
inch in width forms the clamp used 
to hold the “B” batteries in place. 
These are clamped securely around 
the batteries by means of the 8-32 
R. H. M. screw and wing nut. 

A similar means is employed in 
the case of the ‘‘A” batteries. This 
clamp consists of a strip of thin, 
flexible brass run under the batteries 
and fastened to the case. The ends 
of the strip are brought up around 
the batteries and an _ L-shaped 
bracket riveted to each of them.

WEAF PROGRAMS 
TO BE SENT FROM 
BOSTON STATION 


New England radio fans will be 
able to hear some of the best pro- 
grams offered in the United States 
with the tie-up by land wire of Sta- 
tion WEAF, New York City, and 
WEEI, the new station of the Edison 


Electric Illuminating Company of 
Boston, which will go on the air 
about Sept. 22 according to present. 
indications. Unless the plans are 
changed the New York programs will 
be radiocast from WEEI four nights 
a week and from the local studio 
two evenings with Saturday as 
“silent night.” 

The new station, with 500 watts, 
will be one of the highest powered 
in New England, and officials at the 
Boston headquarters, who are super- 
vising the installation of equipment

CRIMINAL COURT PROPOSED 


Government of Australia Sweden to Hold 33rd Law Conference, Whieh 


Aims at Supersession of Force by Rule of Law 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 16 - (Special 
Correspondence) — The thirty-third 
conference of the International Law 
Association opens at Stockholm on 
Monday, Sept. 8, under the presi- 
dency of Dr. Hammarskjold, Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Upsala, and 
former Prime Minister of Sweden. 

The members of the conference | 
will be received by the King of |

| the Earl of Reading, now Viceroy of |

has for its aim 
throughout the world. 
of the rule of law as opposed to the 
rule of force, in regard to disputes 
between nations, and its efforts have 
resulted in the adoption of many 
regulations mitigating, to some ex- 
tent, the barbarities of warfare, and 
in encouraging the government of 
every civilized country to conform, 
both in peace and in war, to customs 
and usages many of which, at any 
rate in the British and American 
courts, have been given the force of 
law. This is the first big conference 
since 1922, when the members met at 
Buenos Aires; at the invitation of 
the Argentine Government. 

The subjects to be discussed are 
numerous and some of them very 
technical. Among the latter is one of 
very great importance’ to the com- 
mercial and shipping interests of the 
entire world—a new code for rezgu- 
lating the adjustment of shipping 
losses which come under the head of 
‘general average.” At this section of 
the conference, the commercial in- 
terests of all maritime countries: will

Of more general interest will be 
the proposed statute for a permanent 
international criminal court, put for- 
ward by Dr. Hugh Bellot. As was 
demonstrated in the tate war, there

In the opinion of most 
lawyers, the knowledge’that there is 
a body of law and a court authorized

Decorating a School Sewing Room 


her bright clean new schoolroom 
Min the handsome new school 
- building, the room in which she was 
‘to have her sewing classes. There 
were large high windows, high ceil- 
ings, and cool clean buff walls, all 
offering excellent opportunities, she 
thought, for attractive decoration. 

It was not long before the classes 
were asked to make costumes for a 
play that was to be given in the 
school auditorium by the music de- 
partment. For almost -two weeks 
the classes worked faithfully and 
patiently under the direction of the 
‘teacher, until the costumes were all 
finished. As afreward for this work, 
a rug was donated to the room. It 
‘was a pretty rug with soft blues and 
greens and shades of rose. An idea 
began to unfold in the imagination 
of the teacher. Why not make this 
rug the starting point of a decorative 
scheme? 

The teacher explained to the girls 
the idea of decorating the room and 
suggested that each girl could give 
either money, cake or candy to the 
fund in any amount.she wished. The 
response was. enthusiastic. Soon 
here was a nice little fund. 

Getting to Work 

The three principal colors of the 
rug with the blue predominating 
were chosen for the color scheme 
with black and white for the founda- 
tion. 

The first consideration was cur- 
tains. Unbleached muslin seemed to 

“be the best for the purpose, there- 
fore a bolt was purchased from a 
Wholesale house. These curtains 
were made by one of the sewing 
classes in place of their regular 
hand problem. The design used for 
the decoration was a green parrot 
sitting on a black limb with rose 
and green and blue apples scattered 
about. This same design was used 
on all the other furnishings, and it 
was cut from colored linens and 
appliquéd with black embroidery 
cotton. 

Parchment, bought at a decorators, 
was employed for lamp’ shades and 
. patterns for them were made by the 
teacher and students. The shades 
were bound top and bottom with hat 
wire and this was covered with passe | 
partout strips. Small fixtures bought 
at the ten cent store were screwed 
on to the top of the shades and then 
screwed to the light. For decoration 
the same design was used of various 
colored apples, and, in order to in- 
sure a good light, the whole shade 
was painted a deep buff. The design 
in this case was not appliquéd but 
painted on with water colors. These 
shades received a coat of shellac to 

keep them in shape. 

Then the subject of screens came 

‘up. The room was large and needed 
several good-sized screens to take 
away from it its barnlike appear- 
ance and make it look homelike by 
hiding the necessary but unsightly 
lockers and work tools. There were 
on hand two large screens which 
could be used if they were renovated. 

~The old material was torn off of them 

“and the frames were painted. white 
and black. One was the display 
screen. This was covered with 
green burlap and when adorned with 
colored pictures which the teacher 
had collected from magazines, 
made a very good shield for the 
lockers. An old blue suiting with 
a black band applied about two 
thirds of the way up, on which was 
appliquéd the same design of colored 
apples, was used for the other screen. 
This was placed at the end of the 
room to hide the door of the fitting 
room. The third screen, needed to 
hide the ironing board, the teacher 
donated. It had black and white 
frames also, and was covered with 

the same old blue suiting, but a dif- 
ferent design was applied. The 
teacher searched through the stores 
until she found cretonne with the 
same colors but with a leaf pattern. 

The classes cut out this decoration 
and appliquéd the leaves to the blue, 
using black stitches. At the bottom 
of each of the three folds of this 
screen were placed three upright 
pieces of black sateen piped in white 
sateen with a leaf appliquéd at the 
top of each strip. 


Interest Broadens 

‘About this time the vice-president 
of the school became interested, and 
she donated two old rocking chairs. 
The paint was sand-papered off and 
both chairs were painted black and 
white. On the larger chair were 
placed cushions, the one on the back 
was black with the design of apples, 
and the one on the seat was of plain 
blue simply tacked with black. The 
frame of the mirror, a large pale 
green affair, was painted black and 
white also. 

The rug, chairs and a small blue 
stand for flowers made a cozy corner 
next to the large screen which hid 
the ironing board. There visitors 
were received. 

Did it pay? Let us see. First 
there was the joy of doing the work 
and of watching results unfold. All 
of the labor was performed by the 
teacher and the girls, who found it 
great fun to use the paint brush and 
the hammer. The girls were proud 
to have their mothers see the room, 
and teachers brought their friends

If we stand at the 
Bank, in the very center of the old 
city, many threads of an ancient web 
radiate in all directions from us, and 
the names of the threads reveal their 
origin and significance: Bishopsgate, 
Moorgate, Aldersgate indicate former 
entrances through the wall which 
surrounded the original town, the 
very names Moorgate, Finsbury, 
Moorfields, and Moor Lane preserving 
memory of the fens or moors which 
lay just to the north. All around 
us the well-known names. speak 
volumes of early trade, the Poultry, 
the Vintry, Fish Street, Bread Street, 
Milk Street, Leather Lane, Smith- 
field, and Cornhill. _So ancient traffic 
in grass is remembered in Grace- 
church and hay in Fenchurch streets 
(from the Anglo-Norman, “foin” 
meaning hay), while the now fash- 
ionable Haymarket was named ina 
much later period. 

The main thoroughfare of com- 
merce in general was called Cheap- 
side from the old Hnglish word for 
trade, now surviving*in:our surname 

apman, - whie eant- merchant. 
The other most important thorough- 
fare west of St. Paul’s, Fleet Street, 
revives the once important fact that 
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Tyburn was a real stream flowing by 
the church of St. Mary le Bourne 
(now Marylebone), and Westbourne 
and Kilburn were real waterways. 
And there was a water-mill which 
gave its name to Milford Lane in 
the Strand—as well as actual wind- 
mills in Windmill Street. The 
Thames itself was a much more way- 
ward river than one would suppose 
from its present imprisonment 
within massive embankments, and 
formed many islands, which have 
left their identity only in such names 
as Chelse& (or “chesel-ey,” shingle- 
isle). Battersea (St. Peter’s-ey, or 
island), Bermondsey, and Putney. 
Within the medieval city the pal- 
aces of dukes and earls have left 
their imperishable names. North- 
umberland, Warwick, Suffolk, Rut- 
land, Bridgewater, and others all 
mark lanes, streets or squares. By. 
the seventeenth century, however, | 
the Strand was lined with the great | 
town houses, which have left their 
names in Essex, Surrey, Howard, 
Somerset. Newcastle, Cliffprd and 
Wilton, Exeter, Salisbury, and Bur- 
leigh. To the north also in the 
Bloomsbury district the mansions of 
Southampton, Bedford, Russell, are | 
remembered in the familiar names. | 
Between this and the Strand, Leices- 
ter Square preserves the associations 
of a great house, while Buckingham 
is perpetuated variously by George, 


Villiers, and Duke. 

Only in the Restoration does the 
famous West End emerge at all from 
its woods and fields. and establish 
its names on the map. Piccadilly 
conjures up the pictures of the 
piccadilla, or fashionable peaked 
and turnover collar. Pall Mall re- 


minds us of the nobles of the merry 
monarch, Charles II, playing their 
games of polo, or Paille Maille. 
while these same nobles have left 
their names in Albemarle, Arling- 
ton, Clarges, Jermyn, ‘Sackville, 
Dorset, and Cleveland.

In generations closer to our own, | 


*Blenheim Street, Waterloo Bridge, 


important personages and events 
have left their memorials in their 
hames. Oxford Street, Cavendish 
Square, and’Holles Street preserve 
the fame of the Earl of Oxford and 
his wife, Lady Henrietta Cavendish 
Holles: Queen Anne Street, Marl- 
borough Street, Hanover Square, 


afid Trafalgar Square speak for 
themselves, So the inexorable process 
goes forward. Only time will dis- 
close what persons and associations 
of; our day will finally leave their 
imprint upon the public places of 
this city. 

If the skeptical were still disposed 
to doubt the enduring persistence of 
place names, we could do no better 
than point out the very name of 
London itself. The exact origin is 
shrouded in obscurity. Certainly the 
claims of a mythical King Lud can 
impose only on the credulous. But 
we know that it must have been a 
prehistoric Celtic hill-fortress, be- 
cause the element “dun,” in the Latin 
form Londunum, demonstrates this 
aspect of its origin with precision. 
The Romans during their occupation 
of Britain changed this to Augusta 
and so termed it officially for cen- 
turies. But it is amusing—and in- 
structive—to find the early medieval 
historian Ammianus Marcellinus, re- 
marking that the new name had re- 
placed.the old, and that only the an- 
cients called it London! But Lon- 
don it has been for more than two 
thousand years. And the names o? 
its streets and squares and buildings 
keep its history fresh when parch- 
ment and stone have crumbled into 
dust. The original forms may change, 
though they undergo such slight 
transformation as to remain extraor- 
dinarily faithful and clear witnesses 
to the corporate existence of the un- 
told millions that come and go 
through the ages. What testimony 
is this to the inexhaustible vitality 
of the word—the mere spoken and 
written word!

It has been pointed out of late 
that London still has no motto for 
its official coat of arms, and the 
papers of the city have busied them- 
seives with various suggestions to 
fill the empty space on the heraldic 
shield. No one has yet proposed 
quite the right and adequate senti- 
ment, but among other rubrics which 
reveal the peculiar quality of the 
world’s metropolis we might in- 
scribe the words, “The city whose 
names illumine its story as on a 
scroll of gold!”

Handel in Opera 


The thirty-six Italian operas that 
Hendel wrote in England are, save 
for a small handful of selected songs, 
little more than a name to the great 
majority of present-day music- 
lovers; they have been totally over- 
shadowed by the oratorios, and the 
particular kind of audience to which, 
in their entirety, they appealed has 
been extinct for many a long year. 
... Yet very many, after carefully 
reading through the operas, will be 
inclined to feel that serious injustice 
has been done to them; unequal in 
merit though they are, these neg- 
lected volumes contain some of their 
cemposer’s most beautiful music... . 

The history of art can hardly show 
a parallel to the enormous influence 
which Handel exercised over Eng- 
lish music; . even yet the com- 
poser’s name is a sort of national 
fetish with thousands of people who 
could not for their lives see any 
difference of quality between the best 
and the worst things in The Messiah 
or Israel in Egypt. The Messiah is, 
indeed, still a part of the average 
Englishman’s religion, and he criti- 
cizes its music no more than he 
criticizes its words; and though it is 
true that now almost all Hance Ns 
other large works are, as wholes, but 
seldom performed, yet many extracts 
from them still display their popular 
helo almost untarnished by lapse of 
time and changes of fashion. Handel 
himself, as we have seen, took origi- 
nally to oratorio-writing simply as 
an experiment towards recapturing 
the favour of his patrons among the 
gentry and nobility who had grown 
tired of Italian opera; but the experi- 
ment, risky as it was, secured alike 
the virtual extinction of original Eng- 
ligh music for more than a hundred 
years, and the artistic canonization 
of the experimenter. No other musi- 
cal work in the history of the world 
has won the kind of homage which in 
England has fallen to the lot of The 
Messiah... . / 

After all, a great man is to be 
judged ultimately by his greatness; 
there are, for example, writers who 
are among the glories of European 
literature in virtue of a golden hand- 
ful rescued from a mass of forgotten 
rubbish. And the student of Handel’s 
oratorios lives in a-state of continual 
exultant surprise. He may for ex- 
ample be examining the recitatives, 
and deploring the almost entire ab- 
sence of the living spirit that 
breathes through those of Purcell 
and Bach, when suddenly he comes 
across woinderful pages like “Deeper 
and deeper still’ in Jephthah or “Thy 
rebuke hath broken his heart” in The 
Messiah. In gratitude for 
the gift of magnificent music 
like “The people shall hear’”—full of 
the thrill that only the immortal 


things possess—we may well be con- 


tent to forget the dullness of most of 
the surrounding pages of Israel] in 
Egypt; and the great movements of 
The Messiah more than cover a mul- 
titude of sins.—Ernest Walker, in “A

Corcovada and the Bay 


the largest and safest sheltered 
harbors of the world. It is about 
seventeen miles long by fifteen miles

Securely and beautifully situated 
on the shore of the bay is the city 
of Rio Janeiro, the pride of the Bra- 
zilians, and the most fascinating of 
cities.

Enough for him 
that the settings of the buildings is 
so striking. The strong light and 
deep shadows, and the varied colors 
of the walls and roofs of the houses, 
the scarlet flowers climbing over the 
walls, and the great giossy dark 
green leaves of the trees that fill the 
gardens, with incomparable back- 
grounds of rock and sea—all these 
are enough to make the streets de- 
lightful.” The tramways of Rio 
take one through devious ways, giv- 
ing views of gardens and fruit and 
foliage as luxuriant as any in Cali- 
fornia, and glimpsing harbor and 
the beauty of the bay. 

Behind Rio is Corcovado rising to 
a height of twenty-two hundred 
feet. No traveler should fail to 
ascend to its summit, not only for 
the sake of the delightful trip, but 
for the view from the summit. The 
ride up through the fragrant forest 
gives here and there enchanting pic- 
tures. Occasionally a brook or little 
cascade makes pleasant music by 
the roadside when one stops, and the 
wind rustles softly in the stiff palms 
overhead. The character of the soil 
gives an added beauty, being of a 
peculiarly rich warm red. The com- 
bined greys of the water, the ochrous 
color of the soil, the painted houses, 
the somber background of forest and 
sky, heavily draped with low-hang- 
ing clouds, vines and large-leaved 
plants in abundance, give a delight- 
ful chromatic effect.

Marine engines, on the other hand, 
are water-cooled in the truest and 
ost complete sense, for after the 
id performed its initial function 
of receiving heat from the cylinders it 
fS“discharged overboard and its place 
taken by fresh and cool water 
drawn from the sea. Obviously that 
system is impossible of application 
except where an indefinitely’ large 
supply of ‘the cooling liquid is to be 
hid for the taking. 

Aircraft and automobiles are not, 
hewever, necessarily permanently lim- 
itéd to the two general schemes now 
USed, and certain other cooling sys- 
tems have already reached the experi- 
mental stage. Other cooling media 
than these ordinarily employed have 
Geen tried, auxiliary mechanisms ave 

en introduced to improve the effi- 
cféticy of ‘tthe system and to make it 
possible to raise the output of the en- 
gine, and in some cases the very fun- 
damentals underlying the designs 
have been revised. 


-.. Water Temperature Regulation 
‘he first step away from traditional 
forms was a very short one.. It was 
taken several years ago, when tem- 
perature regulation was first intre- 
duced in water-cooled e. vines. Stu- 
dents of design had iong realized cer- 
tain advantages to be inherent in the 
cooling systems then known, the most 
ffportant being the variability of 
ternperature. It cakes a considerable 
time for a water-cooled engine, start- 
éa from cold, to give off enough heat 
to. raise all the water to a constant 


ternperature -hizh enough so _ that 
thereafter the heat will be given off to 
the air at the radiator as rapidly as it 
is taken up from the cylinders. 

_The results of starting off to pull a 
heavy load with a cold engine are sel- 
dom serious in an automobile, al- 
though the car is likely to run un- 
steadily for the first few minutes be- 
cause of imperfect carburetion. In 
an aircraft, however, the effects are 
of a graver nature. Not only is the 
full power of a smoothly-running en- 
gine badly needed immediately after 
taking off from the ground, but also 
the parts of the aircraft power plant 
are so light that they are liable to 
permanent distortion if heated or 
cooled very suddenly or if exposed to 
unevenly distributed temperatures. In 
orcer that the engine might be 
warmed up more quickly and held at 
a uniform operating temperature 
thereafter, it became common prac- 
tice about 1916 to provide for some 
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sort of temperate control. In air- 
planes such control is. ‘obtained by | 
covering over. 4 part of the radiator 
to reduce the ‘beat dissipation. The 
altérnative plah, somttimes™ used in 
automobiles, of by-passing ‘a part of 
the cooling liquid so that it doés not 
pass through thé radiator at all, can- 
not be ysed, as the water left inert in 
the radiator would quickly freeze at 
high altitudes. 

Obviously the next step after pro- 
viding for manual control would be 
to make that control: automatic, and 
ttiermostatic control designed to in- 
Stire uniform operating conditions at 
all atmospheric . temperatures have 
beén introduced in some road vehi- 
clés. The airplane, however, is al- 
Ways supposed to be under the con- 
trol of a skilled man familiar with the 
needs of his engine, and the adjust- 

nt of the shutters to prevent boil- 
ing on the one hand and over-cooling 
on the other may safely be left to 
him, thus avoiding the introduction of 
another piece of machinery to add 
weight and possibly to make trouble 
in flight. 

Much more important than temper- 
ature control is the raising of operat- 
ing temperature to a point higher 
than is attainable with water, and 
‘there are several ways of accomplish- 
ing that. The first, and most obvious, 
is* to mix with the water some sub- 
‘stance which will raise its boiling- 
‘point, just as alcohol or some other 
anti-freezing compound is added to 
the water in an automobile radiator 
to’ prevent solidification in winter. If 
the boiling-point can be raised by as 
little as 20 degrees the cooling surface 
"needed* on a hot summer day can be 
Yeduced by 20 per cent. 
rae Of! Instead of Water 
..-The dilution of the cooling liquid to 
make it possible to run at a higher 
‘temperature than could be used with 
ure water would, at best, be a pal- 
liative of the evils of overheating in 
an. existing power plant on which it 
was impossible to enlarge the radiator. 


<A‘more decisive and far-reaching step, 
‘caHing for the complete redesign of the 
engine, is the substitution of oil for 
water as the original medium of heat 
‘transfer. 
*“Several types of oil-cooled engines 
have been produced. Aithough a few 
attempts have been made to circulate 
th: oil through jackets in imitation of 
'wuter-cooled design, in the majority of 
‘instances the cooling has been a com- 
dsimation of. oil and air, with the oil 
‘taking care only of, the pistons and of 
‘the lower part of the cylinders. Such 
um engine has rather an abnormal ap- 
pearance, as a considerable portion of 
‘tthe cylinder is housed inside the 
crank-case, which is much enlarged 
and contains the oil which does the 
eooling in addition to caring for the 
‘brication, but its odd aspect does not 
prevent it from giving very high effi- 
ciencies and outputs, as the whole cyl- 
‘jnder can be run up to a temperature 
‘of 500 or 600 degrees and the result- 
int heat disposal is sufficiently rapid 
te permit of the use of high internal 
pressures without overheating. The 
‘worst trouble is likely to arise around 
‘the valves, which customarily remain 
ir-cooled, although a combination of 
oF and water-cooling to reduce the 
‘size of radiator required is not incon- 
‘tivable. An additional radiator is,of 
@ourse, needed to cool the oil, but the 
great difference between the tempera- 
‘tures of that fluid and of the air makes 
oe ible to keep the cooling surface 
re very small. 
' _.,Oil-cooling of the type just described 
ancets with especially formidable diffi- 
ilties when the attempt is made to 
apply it to aircraft. As an airplane is 
ikely to turn into almost any attitude 
Abs the course of a flight it is considered 
essary to keep the oil under control 
acer times to avoid uneven lubrica- 
yon and possible flooding of the cyl- 
evs, To that end the so-called dry- 
p system is used, the cil being 
in moved fromthe crankcase Ly a 
p as soon as it has passed through 
. bearizves and done its work, and 


‘any off -used-for cooling would prob. ! 
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‘ably have to be rigidly separated from 
‘that employed in lubrication at the 
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same instant. 

Steam or Evaporative Cooling 
More important, from the point of 
view of an airplane engine designer, is | 
another possibility of the future, that 
of steam cooling, or evaporative cool- 
ing as it is sometimes called. Without 
going into technical detail at great 
length, or attempting to distinguish 
among the numerous designs that 
have been produced, and several of 
which are now being tried, .steam 
cooling may be described as involving 
the deliberate raising of the water to 
the boiling-point, so that it changes 
into the gaseous form just after 
leaving the cylinder jackets and is 
condensed in the _ radiator. It is 
necessary that the water remain liquid 
as long as it is in contact with the 
eylinder-walls, as heat can be trans- 
ferred from metal to water much more 
efficiently than from metal to steam, 
and that requirement can be met by 
keeping the portion of the system sur- 
rounding the cylinder under pressure 
higher than the remainder, the water 
being forced to the high-pressure part 
of the circuit by a pump. An in- 
crease of the pressure on a liquid of 
course serves to raise the boiling-tem- 
perature. 

The principal merit of steam cooling 
lies in the possibility of using the heat 
of evaporation, and so of reducing the 
amount of water needed and keeping 
the water at a constant temperature 
while it is in the radiator. It takes 
nearly 10 times as much heat to -con- 
vert a mass of water into steam as to 
raise the temperature of the same 
amount of the liquid by 100 degrees. 
The surplus heat units held by the 
steam when it enters the radiator can 
all be disposed of in the simple process 
of condensation, with no appreciable 
lowering of the temperature./ The 
change is from steam at the boiling- 
point to water at a temperature very 
slightly lower. If it were permissible 
for the water to flash into steam in the 
cylinder-jackets there would never 
need to be any noticeabic temperature 
change at any point in the circuit. If, 
however, that is not allowable the 
temperature rises around the cylinders 
but drops back again to the value 
normal in the radiator when the pres- 
sure is released and the vaporization 
takes place. 

Steam cooling, although its develop- 
ment. is still in a very early stage, 
seems to have possibilities of useful- 
ness under some conditions. The fact 
that the system is a.closed one, and 
that yariations of external pressure 
have no effect on it, is particularly 
interesting in connection with aircraft 
which have to operate at all altitudes, 
although to be sure the lowering of 
the boiling point of the cooling-water 
at high altitudes is of relatively little 
significance with the ordinary open 
radiator, as the air temperature falls 
off even more rapidly. Temperature 
control also seems likely to be a very 
simple matter when evaporaton and 
condensation are introduced. 

Formidable obstacles loom in the 
way of the introduction of any of 
these systems, yet they cannot be 
entirely disregarded. Already air- 
cooling is proving a powerful rival for 
the designs using water and a radia- 
tor, and it is by no means impossible 
that other modifications or radfcally 
new arrangements for heat disposal 
may enter the field beside the two 
types already there.

'- MERGER PLANS 
MADE PUBLIC 
Assets of New Trunk Line 


$1,500,000,000—Is a 
Gigantic Project 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (4)—O. P. and 
| M. J. Van Sweringen of Cleveland have 
submitted to the stockholders of the 
“Nickel Plate,’ Chesapeake & Ohio, 
Hocking Valley, Erie and Pere Mar- 
queite railroads their formal proposal 
for the unified control and operation 
of the five roads. 

Realization of their plans, already 
virtually assured, will result in the 
creation of the third Jargest trunk line 
System in the east, with total assets 
of $1,500,000,000. 

More than 9000 miles of actual road- 
way and 16,000 of total trackage will 
provide a network of transportation 
lines, extending from St. Louis to New 
York and from Bayview, Mich., to 
Norfolk; which will comb i0 states, the 
District of Columbia and skirt the 
southern edge of Ontario, Canada. 

The size and scope of the project 
mark the consolidation as perhaps the 
most pretentious in railroad history. 

Stock of the new corporation will be 
divided into $155,032,258 of 6 per cent, 
cumulative preferred shares and $189,- 
773,061 of common shares, on which 
annual dividends of 6 per cent will be 
placed. Present plans call for the issu- 
ance of only $282,468,642 in stock at 
the outset. 

Terms of Exchange 

Terms of exchange provide that 
holders of 100 shares of Chesapeake & 
Ohio first, second and cumulative pre- 
ferred stock wilil receive 115 shares of 
the new company's preferred issue 
and that 100 shares of the road's com- 
mon stock will be exchanged for 5a 
shares of new common. 

Holders of 100 shares of frie first 
and second preferred sto... will re- 
ceive 50 shares of new preferred, 
while holders of the same amount of 
Erie common will be given 40 shares 
of new common. 

Hocking Valley stockholders will re- 
ceive for each 100 shares 50 shares 
each of preferred and common stock 
of the new company. 

In exchanging 100-share _ blocks, 
‘Pere Marquette prior preference 
stockholders will receive an equal 
amount of new preferred shares; pre- 
ferred stockholders, 90 shares of new 
preferred, and common stockho'ders, 
35 shares of new common. 

No shares of the new company will 
be issued fior stock of the Hocking 
VaHew Railway Company;"owned by 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Com- 


any. 

“Nickel Plate’ stockholders will not 
exchange their stock but the road it- 
self, remaining a holding company, 
will receive the same number of new 
preferred and common shares that it 
has outstanding, in addition to shares 
in exchange for its holdings of Chesa- 
peake & Ohio and Pere Marquette 
stock. 

Committee in Charge 

No alteration is made in the con- 
version rights of Chesapeake & Ohio 
and Erie bondholders, provision being 
made for converting their securities 
into the new company’s stock in ac- 
cordance with the bases of exchange 
outlined. 

The committee named to carry out 
the plan is headed by J. J. Bernet, 
president of the New York, Chicago & 

' $t..Louis Railroad Company (“Nickel 
Plate”), and includes W. J. Harahan, 
president of the Chesapeake & Qhio 
and Hocking Valley railroads; W. L. 
Ross, president of the Detroit & Toledo 
Shore Line; F. D. Underwood, presi- 
dent of the Erie; E. N. Brown, chair- 
man of the Pere Marquette, and O. P. 
and M. J, Van Sweringen. 

Deposits of stock will be received by 
J. P. Morgan & Co in New York, the 
Continental & Commercial Trust & 
Savings Bank in Chicago, the Union 
Trust Company in Cleveland and the 
Old Colony Trust Company in Boston. 
Arrangements in Europe, where many 
shares of Erie are held, will be handled 
through Morgan, Grenfell & Co. of 
London. 

An analysis of the combined earn- 
ings of the five roads for the first six 
months of 1924 shows net income of 
$15,612,208, indicating annual earnings 
on the common stocks, after deducting 
preferred dividends, of $15.47 a share.

SILVER EXPORTS 
IN FISCAL YEAR 
EXCEED IMPORTS 


Due to the heavy demand from the 
Far East, silver exports for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1924, were $98,- 
785,586, compared with $55.906.956 in 
the preceding year and the largest 
shipments since the year ended June 
30, 1920, when the total exports were 
$179,037,260. In the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1924, there was excess of 
exports of $18,845,601, the first year tc 
show excess of exports since 1920, com- 
pared with an excess of imports of 
$,040,069 in the preceding year. 

During the fiscal year imports of 
silver were $79,939,985, of which Mexico 
ccentributed the major part, with $53,- 
418,848. Imports from Canada were 
$6,587,577 and from Peru $13,335,971. 
Iixports were principally to British 
India and China, and continued heavy 
up to and including June and showed 
a substantial increase over 1923. Ex- 
ports to British India were $42,252,565, 
compared with $13,607,649 in 1923, to 
China $34,497,844, compared with $23,- 
143,712, to Hong: Kong $1,970,258, com- 
pared with4$7,289,897, and to England 
$12,087,426, compared with $7,763,793.

BANK SAYS TRADE 
SENTIMENT BETTER 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 2—A dis- 
tinctly more optimistic sentiment in 
the business world during July and 
early August is noted by the monthly 
review of business and agricultural 
conditions in. the fifth Federal Reserve 
district, just issued by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond.

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EDITORIALS 


It is but natural that the plan for the restora- 
tion of European conditions to normal which 
took the prize offered by 
Mr. Edward A. Filene of 
Boston, Mass., should 
have been a development 
of the idea of the League 
of Nations. It has be- 
come so apparent that 
4+ nothing can result from 

the narrow nationalism 
which has characterized the relationship of 
states in the past except envy, jealousy, hatred, 
and ultimate war, that any intelligent effort to 
correct such conditions will necessarily take the 
form of international association. Even the 
most violent opponents of the ro Navons, of

the United States in the League of Natfons, as 
at present constituted, have based their antag- 
onism not on hostility to the idea itself but 
rather upon certain features of the way in which 
it was worked out by the Versailles Conference. 
Even the Harding and Coolidge administrations, 
and Secretary Hughes himself, strenuous as is 
his opposition to the League, have found it 
desirable and advantageous to make use of its 
facilities at diverse points for advancing both 
humanitarian and economic reforms. 

The French publicist, whose name is not yet 
given, who won Mr. Filene’s 100,000-franc prize, 
applies to Europe alone the theory of associa- 
tion which the League has sought to apply to 
all the world. Into the details of his plan it is 
not necessary to go now. He would have all 
the nations of Europe join in a league of their 
own and by concerted action effect the success- 
ful application of the Dawes plan, the stabiliza- 
tion of European currencies, the securing and 
distribution of credits, the control of produc- 
tion and distribution of raw materials and the 
direction of immigration, and reconstruct and 


unite under a common direction the railways of 


Europe. 

Furthermore, this European league would 
endeavor to advance internationalism in 
thought and deed that future wars might be 
averted, would press the issue of progressive 
disarmament, and endeavor to have Europe 
act as a unit in the world-wide League of Na- 
tions at Geneva. It is significant that the one 
question affecting European _ reconstruction 
which the formulator of this plan thinks must 
be left largely to the United States is the ques- 
tion of the equalization and gradual payment 
of the interallied debts. 

There will, of course, be raised the criticism 
that national antagonisms and racial hatreds 
are so great in Europe that an international 
organization of this sort cannot be successfully 
maintained. If this were true, the future of 
Europe would be dark indeed. If there is noth- 
ing better in store for the people of Europe—for 
England no longer can regard itself as aloof 
from continental quarrels—the ultimate de- 
struction of civilization is assured. 

Time was when periodical wars, revolting as 


they may have been to human intelligence, still . 


had only a passing hurtful influence upon the 
progress of the nations involved; but the four 
years succeeding 1914 have shown that man 
has so perfected the art of war that these con- 
flicts have become in effect suicidal. Victor or 
vanquished, it matters not; both suffer, and the 
measure of their sufferings is not ended for 
many decades after the conflict is ended. Only 
in association for the prevention of war can 
safety be found. There is no reason to believe 
that a Eurapean league of nations cannot be 
made effective. Today only two European 
nations are missing from the League at Geneva: 
Russia and Germany. The admission of Ger- 
many is a matter of certainty in the early future. 
The participation of Russia depends only on her 
own successful housecleaning. 3 

It may be only in the dim and distant future 
that the United States will enter into full par- 
ticipation in the League of Nations. In the 
meantime, that organization is functioning for 
the good of the entire world. There is no reason 
why even those Americans who doubt the 
wisdom of having their own country involved 
should not applaud every step which is taken 
toward making the League a greater power for 
good for those nations represented therein. 

In the same way the distinctively European 
league of nations which asks nothing from the 
United States and, indeed, membership in which 
would necessarily be closed against the United 
States, ought to have the friendly recognition 
and good wishes of the American people. There 
is only one alternative to international antago- 
nisms and that is international co-operation, just 
as there is only one alternative to war, and that 
is peace. The theory of association, as recog- 
nized by the League of Nations, presents such 
advantages that the method of its application 
will undoubtedly in time be worked out to the 
satisfaction of the whole world. 


Although there are many cross currents 
evident in the general business and industrial 
situation of the United 
States, it also is quite

p industry generally are 
higher than they were one month ago. Of 
course, some of this improvement, at least, must 
be attributed to seasonal influence. There is 
the added factor, however, of small existing 
supplies of finished materials of all sorts. Both 
of these factors. doubtless have entered into 
such improvement as has been noted. 

The country’s markets are running true to 
form, as they always do. After the long up- 
swing which occurred in securities and com- 
modities from the end of June to the middle of 
August, it is not an unusual phenomenon that 
they should halt and become irregular, as they 
are, under the influence of profit-taking and the 
further influence of the possibility that prices 
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of securities and such commodities as cotton, 
wheat and corn are high enough for the pres- 
ent, and that recent gains have fully discounted 
the former general improvement. 

The question which now confronts business 
and industry as a whole is to just how far the 
fall expansion will go, and whether or not it 
will be of a sort which may be characterized as 
“normal.” There certainly is a solid founda- 
tion for a continuation of the upturn. The main 
factors may be enumerated as the continuation 
of easy money, final settlement of the repara- 
tions problem, and the practical certainty that 
there will be no political upsets this fall. But 
even these factors, important as they are, will 
not have the effect of completely wiping out the 
remaining evidences of the commercial appre- 
hension unless the price trend continues up- 
ward. It is axiomatic of the general attitude 
of buyers in the United States that rising prices 
represent the factor of greatest appeal to the 
restoration of confidence. 

If the usually dependable barometers of car- 
loadings: and bank clearings are read aright, 
buyers of all classes in all parts of the country 
and for all sorts of goods are taking more in- 
terest in their markets at the moment than at 
any time since early spring. Sharp gains have 
been recorded by both in the past fortnight. 
This clearly reflects the rapid distribution of 
goods of all sorts. Trade reports, as a matter 
of fact, now are more optimistic than they have 
been at any time within the past quarter year. 


When, shortly after his nomination as vice- 
presidential candidate, Gen. Charles G. Dawes 
announced that he pur- 
)) posed waging war on 
the ‘‘demagogue” oppo- 
nents of the Republican 
Party, some _ curiosity 
was aroused as to just 
whom he included jn 
that term. In his speech 
accepting the nomina- 
tion he went further, and after declaring that, 
“In Congress during the last few years the 
American citizen has heard more demagogic 
utte: ances than have ever before characterized 
it,’ proceeded to prove his charge of demagogy 
by saying that men running for Congress had 
advocated at the same time increased wages 
for railroad labor and decreased railroad rates, 
and had favored higher prices for beef on the 
hoof and lower prices for beef on the table. 
This inconsistency, the Republican candidate 
for Vice-President holds, is proof that the poli- 
ticians favoring such seeming contradictions 
are demagogues. 

It is not probable that many votes will be 
changed by the calling of names, and those per- 
sons who are assailed as insincere advocates of 
policies in which they do not believe may safely 
be left to the sober judgment of their constitu- 
ents. It may, however, be questioned whether 
Mr. Dawes has proved‘his case by the examples 
he has chosen. It is entirely possible that under 
more efficient management, judicious consoli- 
dation, and effective co-operation, instead of 
intense competition vw ith rival roads, the rail- 
ways might pay somewhat higher wages and 
yet be able to reduce freight and passenger 
rates. Henry Ford proved that high wages and 
low production costs were not incompatible. 

The charge that anyone who believes the 
present cost of distribution of beef and all other 
farm products is altogether too high, and that 
there is too wide a spread between what the 
stock raiser gets for his cattle and what the 
consumer pays for beef, is a demagogue, will 
hardly be accepted. The great problem of cut- 
ting-down distribution costs will not be solved 
by harsh language. Either through co-opera- 
tive marketing associations among the farmers, 
or co-operative buying associations of con- 
sumers, a great deal of the unnecessary high 
cost of bringing farm products to the city buyer 
might be eliminated, so that while the farmer 
received a higher wholesale price the consumer 
would pay less than under present conditions. 
How this problem can be solved may not yet be 
fully apparent, but there is no inconsistency in 
holding that under a wiser system of co-opera- 
tion the farmer could get a better price, while 
the consumer paid less. An effort to -bring 
about the adoption of such a system is hardly 
to be characterized as the “mouthings of 
demagogues.”’

of the world who have, perhaps almost uncon- 
sciously, dreamed of an existence such as he 
describes. In many of those who carry on from 
year to year and engage in the sterner activities 
of life, there may be an unexpressed desire for 
at least a temporary release from routine. Mr. 
Roberts, apparently without any effort -to per- 
suade, presents an appealing brief in defense of 
Samoa as the fabled land of romance and 
freedom from worry. Perhaps if such a land 
can be bounded by geographical lines it may be 
conceded that Samoa qualifies as the wilderness 
which is “Paradise enow.” 

It is of the people of the islands that Mr. 
Roberts speaks most interestingly. The climate, 
while equable and salubrious,: might be found 
uncomfortably warm by those accustomed to 


that of the four distinct seasons. And the people 
of nearly every country have gained a reason- 


ably correct idea of the scenery of all the tropical 
islands from travel lectures and motion pictures. 
So it is quite natural that they should manifest 
interest chiefly in what returning travelers who 
have had an opportunity to study closely the 
characteristics and habits of the people there 
have to say of the Samoans, as their lives and 
conduct have been influenced by the peaceful 
conditions surrounding them. 

These people are described as of Polynesian 
stock, and the most attractive of any of the 


- Distributors of America, 


Pacific islands races. They have gained the 


reputation of possessing pleasant dispositions . 


and consideration for those about them. In 
other words, they are gentle and mannerly. But 
no claim is made in their behalf that they are 
either industrious or ambitious. The initiative 
displayed by them goes little farther, according 
to their kindly advocate, than the devising of 
ways and means by which can be obtained 
with a minimum of physical effort. Each family, 
it appears, is organized as a simple communistic 
unit, every member contributing to the common 
store according to his or her ability. But this 
requires no great effort. Their needs are few, 
and nature continues to supply them lavishly. 
The picture, even thus viewed, can hardly be 
said to be alluring. There can be no genuine 
progress under such conditions, because there 
is no demand for that effort or application 
which, while teaching how to accomplish the 
thing desired, begets greater desire for accom- 
plishment, and finally greater achievement.

wanting. His correcting rod has further caused 
the deletion of certain subject matter in the 
same company’s films. 

There is no doubt that such a move reflects 
the attitude of those whose temper and faith 
have been sorely tried of late by the inflamma- 
tory and lurid tone of the screen. While each 
season sees a distinct advance in scope and 
beauty, yet the will-o’-the-wisps of ready money 
and yellow journalism would try to keep the 
movies mucking around the shallows of catch- 
penny policies and programs. 

Already the persistent parade and emphasis 
of scandal, infidelity, lawlessness and disorder 
have left a stain on the silver screen. It is wise, 
perhaps, to overlook and even condone the 
shortcomings of this pullulating industry, but 
the sins of an adult and crafty sensationalism 
call for different treatment. Unquestionably 
the motion picture is far too valuable and far- 
reaching in its contacts to be allowed to follow 
after a wayward and pandering press. The 
widespread mongering of the movies makes 
Mr. Hays’ ultimatum most timely, and a strong 
reaction toward better film conditions should 
inevitably follow such an intelligent and dis- 
criminating form of censorship. 

In renewing his contract as president of the 
Motion Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, Inc., for three more years, Mr. Hays 
gives every indication of pursuing a policy of 
active leadership in the destinies of the screen. 
That he will have the support of the majority 
of motion picture patrons goes without saying. 


Editorial Notes 


Of course, progress at the rate of a mile every 
2500 years hardly compares with the speed at- 
tained by light, or even with the speed at which 
automobiles or airplanes travel today, but when 
it is thought of in connection with the back- 
ward moving of the brink of the Horseshoe 
Falls at Niagara, it represents a rate of travel 
by no means to be despised. The rim of these 
falls, in a word, is receding two feet every year, 
and if something is not done comparatively 
soon, their wonderful symmetry may be 
marred. To avoid this, plans have been worked 
out to curb the destructive action of the waters, 
a model of measures designed to accomplish 
this purpose having recently been exhibited at 
Niagara by the Niagara Falls Power Company. 
Whether or not this particular project is car- 
ried through is of relatively small moment, but 
the fact that the problem is known to exist in 
its present form carries practically.positive as- 
surance that a solution for it will be found 
within a reasonably short time. 


In view of the criticisms heard in some quar- 
ters toncerning the “exclusiveness” of the Brit- 
ish Empire Exhibition at Wémbley, a. frank 
statement by Lieut.-Gen. Sir Travers Clarke, 
the chief.of the Exhibition, of the aims and 
ambitions which prompted its organization, 
may do much good. The Exhibition, he de- 
clared, represents the ambition of the British 
Empire to turn the thought of its people away 
from memories of the war toward peaceftl re- 
construction. Could a more estimable motive 
be found? Sir Travers, however, went one 
step farther still. He stated: “The Brit- 
ish Empire Exhibition has had very generous 
help from American friends. In return we have 
done our utmost to give them a hearty welcome. 
If, as a result, the two peoples are helped to a 
better mutual knowledge—and consequently a 
better friendship—that will be a big item to the 
credit of Wembley Park.” As such, anything 
but commendation must surely seem entirely 
out of place. 


It might be difficult to find a more useful 
sphere of activity, in which to enlist the serv- 
ices of the Boy Scouts of America, than that 
upon which they will enter in their nation-wide 
campaign to secure a larger participation by 
qualified voters in the forthcoming general 
election. The entire membership of close on 
700,000 Scouts, as well as former Scouts to the 
number of nearly 2,000,000, will be engaged in 
the work of bringing citizens out on registra- 
tion day and to the voting places on election 


day. The drive, it is announced, is to be on

The Odyssey of a Ford

The two-room house called “home” for nearly fourteen 
years by a couple who homesteaded the place near Stone- 
ham, in northeastern Colorado, and then mortgaged’ it 
to buy live stock, is our shelter tonight. Forty miles ‘of 
Colorado country. roads—we were lost part of the way— 
brought us here shortly after 8 o’clock. The night is as 
“dark as a pocket.” Neither moon nor stars are out. 
Houses are far apart in this region of recent homesteads, 
and some of the houses. we passed on the road earlier” 
in the day we found deserted. Tenants have gone off 
and left the land. Much of it, we learn, has been fore- 
closed by individuals and banks. There have been three 
bank failures in two. years in th. little town nearest us. 

“How much better it would be if they could let the 
farmers. stay,” the farmer-wife is telling me. “It gives 
a bad name to the country to have so many folks leave 
it. And the land ‘goes back’ by not being used. The 
weeds get it and nobody is helped.” 

It-is drawing close to 9 o'clock and still no one men- 
tions bedtime. The three little children are wide awake 
and apparently intend to remain right with us through 
the evening. The mother is washing a large pan full 
of dishes, accumulated through the day, because, as she 
says, “I have to spend as much time as possible helping 
in the field. Help is so high and it’s hard to find anybody 
reliable to work these days.” She has just. finished 
milking, and the pails of fresh milk are now waiting to 
be put through the separator. The husband, whom we 
haven't seen, has taken the pony and gone over to a 
neighbor’s to see about tomorrow’s work. They help 
one another here. He likewise has a corn sheller which 
he owns in partnership with another farmer. By oper- 
ating this machine, he has succeeded in adding to his 
income—but there is the sheller still to be paid for.

The World’s Great Capitals 
The Week in Paris 


Paris, Sept. 2 

France is watching with interest the International 
Congress on Secondary Education, and Francois Albert 
has sent the Polish Education Minister a letter express- 
ing the hope that there will be closer intellectual collabo- 
ration between nations, especially between France and 
Poland. There has been an increasing interchange of 
students and professors. Any political purpose in the 
development of educational friendship was disclaimed, 
though in fact a union of those interested in education 
cannot fail to promote a better understanding in the 
political sphere. : 


The Academy, working at its dictionary, has admitted 
into the French language the word “blackboulé.” It has 
thus incurred considerable criticism. ‘“Blackboulé” is ob- 
viously derived from the English word “blackhalled,” but 
why it should be accepted in a form which is neither 
French nor English is puzzling. One is reminded of the 
French word—a word which looks as French and sounds 
as French as a word could—‘“boulingrin.” This is coined 
out of the English “bowling-green.” But the English lan- 
guage is being adopted more and more in many domains. 
In sport, for example, practically all the terms have been 
borrowed from England or America: While in English- 
speaking countries it is considered more elegant to call 
the hairdresser the “coiffeur,” in France it is the height 
of elegance to refer to him as the “hairdresser.” 

> > eo 

The French “taxe de séjour” during last year brought 
a total revenue of over 13,000,000 francs. This is 4,000,000 
francs more than was received in the previous year. The 
taxe de séjour is not levied upon visitors to Paris, but it 
is imposed on tourist centers in the country. Nice headed 
the list with a sum of over 2,000,000 francs collectéd 
from tke tourist; Vichy was seco.d with nearly 1,000,000 
francs; then followed Biarritz, Cannes, Mentone, Aix-les- 
Bains and Royan. This tax is collected in virtue of a 
law which was passed in 1919 authorizing the local 
authorities of watering-places and climatic resorts to 
ask for a small contribution toward the upkeep of their 
town, its buildings and its parks. from the visitors. In 
1922 the system had been adopted by 92 places; now it 
has been adopted by 118 places. The tax is so small in- 
dividually that it cannot and does not keep people away 
from the towns which have adopted it. From time to 
time there is talk of applying it in Paris, but it-is gener- 
ally felt that it would be a mistake to do so, and the 
project is defeated. 

' + + > 

It is certainly to be hoped that the proposed bull fight- 
ing will not be permitted to take place in Paris. There is, 
indeed, it would seem, little likelihood of the project being 
realized. When it was first mooted there was a great 
storm of protest; the promoters then changed their tac- 
tics and declared that there was no question of introduc- 
ing the Spanish form of bull fighting but merely tests of 
skill with bulls whose horns had been padded. All that 
was to happen was that the toreadors were to snatch a 
cocade affixed to the bull’s head. But even this modified 
form of a sport which is beyond question to be con- 
demned cannot be tolerated. Unfortunately in some of 
the southern provincial towns attempts have been made 
to imitate the Spaniards. Although bull fighting is pro- 
hibited, the fines which muy be imposed on those who 
break the law are ridiculously small. 

> > > 

The other day, in a well-known café on the southern 
side of Paris, one had the opportunity of meeting Una- 
muno, the famous Spanish writer who was exiled to a 
bare rock among the Canary Islands by Primo de Rivera, 
and was subsequently rescued by Henri Dumay, the 
director of the newspaper, the Quotidien. Unamuno, 
or as his compatriots familiarly call him, “Don Migtel,” 
is grave in appearance, but in reality cheerful and essen- 
tially companionable. He was delighted to talk about 
literary subjects of all kinds. but was not quite so ready 
to give his political views. They are, however, made per- 
fectly clear. He is opposed not only to the Dictatorship 
but also believes that the Spanish Monarchy itself has 
become impossible. 

He proposes to remain in France until circumstances 
change in his own country. It is true that the amnesty 
which has been granted would enable him to return with 
impunity, but he feels that he is a marked man, and that 
some further proceedings would quickly be taken against 
him. He is, therefore, planning to stay: and write 
articles for the French and probably for the South Amer- 
ican journals, until the events which he considers to be 
inevitable have happened. In the meantime he is exceed- 
ingly simple in his manner, and his younger compatriots 
whom he encourages look to him not only with respect 
and admiration but with affection.

It is almost incredible that the reading room of the 
Bibliothéque Nationale should have to be closed at sun- 
set. This library, to which resort the most serious stu- 
dents ‘of all European countries for information, has not 
been provided with any kind of lighting arrangements. 
There were two reasons for this: the first was that it 
was indeed extremely difficult to install lights ‘in the old 


huge building; the second was that fire might destroy | 


priceless ‘books. The difficulties have now been over- 
come, but as a protection against fire no electric. wires 
are to be placed near the shelvés on which the books are 
stored. It will thus be impossible to supply volumes to 
readers later than at present, for the bookshelves will 
be unlighted. Nevertheless, from October next the read- 
ing room will be open winter and summer from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until 6 o’clock in the evening.

The plowed land seems:to be in a pretty good 
state of cultivation, and while it could be better, it is as 
good as his circumstances will permit at present. He 
has his varieties of crops pretty well divided so that he 
feels he will “win in some of them.” The farm is fenced 
with barbed wire and has on it just a moderate set of 
buildings, unpainted. Improvements on the place -are 
worth about $2400. He has-a mortgage of $2500 which 
matures this fall and which is $500 more than he can 
mofrtgage for under the federal aid. plan. He is-two years 
in arrears on interest, and taxes remain unpaid for last 
year. Even his cattle are encumbered. This year’s crops, 
he says, may “pull. him-.out.” He is scanning-the. sky 
hopefully now for rain. 

This dry farming section ofthe State is within sixty 
miles of what is said to be one of the: richest irrigated 
tracts in the world, near Greeley, Colo. ,

I was able to spend a day in a farm home three miles 
out of Greelcy—a fine, large home, comfortably ‘fur- 
nished, and electrically lighted. An automobile for 
pleasure, ciub activities, and frequent callers were: in 
evidence. Even this farmer on this irrigated tract of 
eighty acres had a story to tell of “no profit for years.” 
He is able, however, to employ help, and his wife does 
not milk the cows,. nor does she work in the field. She 
takes several magazines, and has in her home a piano 
and a Victrola. There were no children there to muss 
up the house or to disturb sleepy guests. The contrast 
between that home and the one I am in is as great as 
the contrast between irrigated and nonirrigated land. 
The farmer ofthe irrigated tract, however, had much 
more to complain about than the homesteader—and he - 
is laying his hardship, personally, to the Republican 
Party. It will be the Democrats for him—and the whole 
State will go likewise, he thinks. The*homesteader, haw- 
ever, says not. What the homesteader does complain 
about from personal experience is getting 12 cents a 
pound for chickens and then having to pay 36 cents for 
them on the market. He .wants to know who gets the 
24 cents and why the farmer who feeds the chickens 
doesn’t get enough to pay for the feed. I told him there 
were a lot of us who would eat chicken four times as 
often if we could get it for 24 cents, but,36 cents makes 
chickens a luxury for many of us. 

A home for kis children is this father’s chief concern 
right now. One hope he has. Oil has been found near 
his place—so why not on his place? Farmers in this 
vicinity have organized to guard their oil interests and 
will lease their land-only on their own terms. 

Before I leave, I offer this farm woman a farm maga- 
zine to which I have long subscribed and which I have 
always enjoyed reading. She looks it over quickly with 
a critical eye, thanks me for it, and mentions a. special 
article which I have considered especially interesting. 

“These women,” she says, pointing to the page before 
her, “have written to the paper telling other farm women 
how to make pin money.- I have no doubt that many 
women work harder than they do: and don’t have time 
to write to a paper about it.” This honest criticism of 
a plain farm woman of ‘a leading farm magazine has 
given me a new slant on farm problems viewed through 
the average farm woman’s eyes. M. L. S.
